SCHOOL DISTRICT 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Sunapee School Board: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the superintendent 
of schools: 


Attendance _ 


- The school had a good record for punctuality last year. 
There were only 142 cases of tardiness, compared with 244 the 
preceding year. The seventh and eighth grades had the highest 
per cent of attendance, 97.88. 


Repairs 
A new walk, with an oiled surface, was constructed from 
the school down over the hill to the Library. This needed im- 
provement is much appreciated by those who travel that way. 


The woodwork on the outside of the building has been paint- 
ed. This was necessary to preserve the wood as well as to im- 
prove the appearance of the schoolhouse. 


Shop 

Instruction in wood working has been limited in the past to 
boys in the sixth, seventh and eighth grades. Practical arts 
courses for the girls, however, have been extended up through 
the high school. It seemed, to the School Board, only fair to 
extend courses in mechanic arts for boys above the eighth grade. 
To do this properly required additional equipment. Accordingly 
the following new machines were purchased: Circular saw, 
band saw, jig saw, jointer, wood lathe, drill press, grinder, and 
small tools. 

Conditions seemed especially opportune to purchase this 
machinery at this time. We have an instructor who is approved 
under the state regulations for all courses in mechanic arts. 
Savings in regular school expenditures provided the necessary 
funds, thus avoiding a special appropriation for the purpose. 
We also have the required floor space. The community is in- 
deed fortunate in having an unusually well-planned school build- 
ing which has ample accommodations for all the work of a 
modern school. 

New wiring has been put in the basement to furnish cur- 
rent of either 220 or 110 volts. Additional semi-indirect lights 
have been installed in the shops and the opportunity room. 
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An optional course, without credit, has already been started 
in mechanical drawing. Nine high school boys are taking it. 
Next year we shall offer a course in cabinet making for fresh- 
men and sophomores. This will be a full course with credit. 
Ordinarily this will be open only to freshmen. Upper class 
boys, it is expected, will later have opportunity to take courses 
in Practical Mechanics, Automobile Mechanics and Repairs, .and 
Practical Electricity. We shall then have a complete Mechanic 
Arts Curriculum. 


Teachers 


Last summer saw an unusually large overturn in the teach- 
ing corps. Five new teachers had to be secured. These have 
been assimilated in the system and in general are doing ex- 
cellent work. The continuing services of an able headmaster 
are of great help in this situation. 


Achievement 


The standard tests given this year in reading, arithmetic 
and language have all been up to standard or above (most of 
them well above). 

All the pupils who completed the eighth grade last June 
entered high school. 

There were very few cases of non-promotivun last June 
(only 10 pupils out of the total of 205). 

The work of the school has been carried on successfully 
thanks to the efficient direction of the School Board and the 
whole-hearted cooperation of the teachers.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the School District of Sunapee 
qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the I. O. O. F. Hall 
in said District on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, 1936, at 
one-thirty o’clock in the afternoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a member of the School Board for 
the ensuing three years. 


Article 4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To choose one or more Auditors and such other 
Officers and Agents as the voters may judge necessary. 


Article 6. To hear and act upon the reports of the School 
Board, Treasurer, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen. 


Article 7. To see if the District will vote to make any 
alterations in the amount of money required to be assessed for 
the ensuing year for the support of public schools and the pay- 
ment of the statutory obligations of the district as determined 
by the School Board in its annual report, namely $20,605.63. 
The School Board recommends that $1,800.00 of the June 30, 
1936 surplus be used in reducing the above amount, leaving a 
total of $18,805,63 to be assessed.
